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Background
In October, 1999, EPA proposed changes to the

federal hazardous waste management permit
issued to the U.S. Department of Energy
(Energy) for operations at the Hanford Federal
Facility. In part, this proposed modification
was intended to transfer corrective action
authority under the Resource Conservation and
Recovery Act (RCRA) from EPA to the
Washington State Department of Ecology
(Ecology), under the state’s authorized
corrective action program.

At the same time that EPA proposed permit
modifications to remove existing corrective
action permit conditions, Ecology proposed
modifications to the state portion of the
Hanford permit to include new state corrective
action permit conditions. On March 28, 2000,
Ecology finalized these changes. Energy
appealed the Ecology corrective action
modifications to the Pollution Control Hearings
Board (PCHB).

On December 8, 2000, the PCHB issued a legal
order called a “Stipulation and Agreed Order of
Dismissal” in which Energy and Ecology settled
the appeal. In this order, PCHB specifies that
Energy may defer litigation on whether Ecology
can impose corrective action obligations on
Energy with respect to:

(1) property subleased to U.S. Ecology, Inc,
(2) CERCLA (Superfund) Past Practice Units

Public Comment Opportunity

You are encouraged to comment on the
modification of the Hanford Facility RCRA permit.
The comment period will be reopened for thirty
days beginning March 7 and ending April 6, 2001.
EPA is soliciting additional comments on its
proposal because the PCHB Order changes the
basis for EPA’s proposal to delete existing corrective
action conditions from the EPA portion of the
Hanford site-wide permit from that supporting the
original proposal. Although the basis for EPA’s
original proposal has changed sufficiently to
warrant additional publiccomment, EPA supports
the changes made by Ecology in the Order of
Dismissal, and is not changing its proposal to
remove existing federal corrective action
conditions.

EPA requests your comments on its proposal to
delete existing corrective action conditions only to
the extent that it is affected by the new
settlement language. EPA is not accepting
additional comments on other elements of its
October 1999 proposal. All comments received
during the public comment period will be
considered and responded to before final decisions
are made on the proposed conditions. Ecology is
reopening comment on its corrective action permit
conditions as modified by the settlementin a
separate action. EPA and Ecology invite you to
comment on these permit conditions.

The deadline for all comments is April 6,2001.
